tain to it are continuing attributes of world demography. Neither re- 
manipulation of the often fragmentary and generally defective statistics 
of the successive governments of China nor re-analysis of the more 
ordered statistics for limited groups of Chinese can yield true figures 
on the growth and structure of the population of all China. Generaliza- 
tion from studies of specific groups is hazardous, for the historic epi- 
sodes or the special conditions that led toaccurate counts and vital rec- 
ords guarantee the atypicality of the experience that is studied. If such 
analyses can indicate the range in the responses of Chinese populations 
of varying subcultures todivergent economic and social conditions, how- 
ever, they may contribute to hypotheses concerning the demographic 
characteristics and processes of peoples of Chinese culture. It is in 
this context of the macrocosm of all China that some of the statistics of 
Taiwan are examined here. 


Taiwan's peopling, its economic development, and its population 
growth have been associated with continuing pressures on the expansion 
perimeter of Han settlement, cataclysmic events on the mainland, and 
political conflicts within the Pacificregion. Taiwanis new as aChinese 
land, oldinterms of Western chronologies. Some hundred thousand Han 
lived in its villages and cultivated its fields in the mid-seventeenth cen- 
tury. There was aninflux of soldiers and their dependents as the Ming 
forces were defeated by the Ch'ing, but figures on resident population and 
migrants vary widely. The commonly accepted estimate for the Han pop- 
ulation at the end of the eighteenth century is 200,000. Movements were 
continuing, people from Fukien Province occupying the more fertile cen- 
tral plains, Hakka from Kwantung Province going into the less favorable 
areas and eastward into the hill country. 


There are few firm figures to attach to the growth of population 
from the seventeenth to the twentieth centuries. Reported numbers of 
households were unchanged at 12,727 from 1684 to 1711; the ting k'ou 
[taxable units] increased only from 16,820 to18,827. Pao-chia records 
and reporting were established in Taiwan, as elsewhere in China, but 
the activities were casual, compilations infrequent, and reports non- 
comparable. A check of door placards in 1811 yielded a population of 
2.0 million. A compilation of responses to queries for a local history 
suggested a population of 2.5 million in1895. Alex. Hosie, acting consul 
of Great Britain at Tan-shui, reported that the island formerly known 
as the "Granary of China" then produced little more than the rice nec- 
essary for its own people. 


The Japanese took Taiwan in the late nineteenth century, devel- 
oped it with a small and highly migrant population from the home is- 
lands, and closed it to Chinese migration. With firm administration, 
agricultural development, and substantial health protection, birth rates 
remained high, death rates declined, and population growth increased. 
This classic pattern of colonial demography characterized Taiwan from 
1895 to the early 'thirties of thiscentury. Then, as Japanese plans ex- 
panded, Taiwan became a base for southward expansion, a bastion for 
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the Co-Prosperity Sphere. Industrialization, urbanization, improved 
educational facilities, and permissive cultural integration challenge com- 
parisons with changes in Meiji Japan. Growth continued, unabated if not 
increasing. The Chinese population that had numbered 3.0 million in 
1895 reached 3.5 million in 1920; 5.5 million in 1940. On July 15, 1944, 
the civilian populationof Taiwan was 6.3 million. Of this total, 5.9 mil- 
lion were Chinese or assimilated indigenous people, 320 thousand Jap- 
anese. 


The record of the population of Taiwan is sparse indeed for the 
years from 1944, when the major statistical activities of the Japanese 
ceased, to 1956, when the major statistical activities of the Chinese be- 
gan. The broad outline of events during these twelve years suggests de- 
viations from the regularities in growth that had characterized the first 
four decades of the century. Japanese were repatriated, and Taiwan was 
open briefly to population interchange with other areas of China. In the 
late war and early postwar years there was deterioration in economic 
conditions, health facilities, and the record systems that might have 
measured the impact of the altered conditions on death rates. As the 
Communists conquered major regions of China, many Chinese with the 
resources to doso moved to Taiwan. Thecoreof the government of the 
Republic of China and a portion of its armed forces crossed to Taiwan 
in 1949 and 1950. Demographic trends and the statistics to measure 
them became complex, as two populations and differing record systems 
existed side by side, with separations and interrelations unspecified. 
Population increase in the current Chinese period has beeneven greater 
than that during the earlier Japanese period, however, for the civil reg- 
isters of Taiwan Province alone included 10.4 million people at the end 
of 1959. 


Our concern here is the demography of a Han population rather 
than the population problems of Taiwan or the population potential of 
China. The major question is the simple one of the initial levels of the 
fertility of the Chinese and the evidences of plasticity or resistance to 
change in the half century from 1905 to 1956. As prelude, it is essen- 
tial todescribe the record procedures that yielded the measurements of 
population size, characteristics, and movements over this half century. 


The Records of Growth/1 


The Japanese had adopted the registration system of T'ang China 
in the Great Reform of the seventh century, A.D.; the koseki records of 
the late nineteenth century haddirect lineage with ancient Chinese pro- 
cedures. By 1895, however, Japanese statesmen and statisticians alike 
realized that statistics for a mobile population could not be derived solely 
as by-products of alegalapparatus. In-migrants reported; out-migrants 
did not. Births and deaths occurring in great cities were attributed to 
the honseki of the father. Enumeration was essential; and plans were 
made for an Imperial census in 1905. 


Investigations of the pao-chia system of Taiwan soon convinced 
the Japanese that the records were insufficient for administrative pur- 
poses, inadequate for scholarly analysis. The initial activities invol- 
ved the establishment of a koseki system of legal records on family 
structure, relationships, and changes. Compliance was insufficient for 
human accounting, however, and counts of population yielded grossly er- 
roneous figures. The Japanese were asmall minority speaking analien 
language. People were dispersed, communication poor, suspicion wide- 
spread, civil order yet to be achieved. The extraordinary system that 
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was developed provided acontinuing current inventory of the population, 
with periodic field verifications that served as censuses. The active 
personnel were the police; they maintained the records; visited each 
household at least once each three, six, or twelve months, depending on 
the reputability of the members of the family; and, periodically, copied 
the records, investigated the population, made corrections inthe records, 
and then copied the information on survey schedules. Vital statistics 
were by-products; the essential need was a record of the numbers and 
the characteristics of the population in each area. Families reported 
vitalevents and family changes through local officials to the koseki of- 
fice and to the police. If the police learned of a vital event or had one 
reported to them, they investigated prior to making the necessary reg- 
ister changes and report cards. The fine for the individual household 
was levied for failing to cooperate with the police, not for failing to re- 
port. 


The registration records continued year after year in aconsis- 
tent and balanced system whose increasing accuracy reflected the ha- 
bituation of families and police and the accumulating experience of gov- 
ernment officials. It was nota statistically sophisticated operation, 
however, and evaluations or analyses of datawere largely missing. In- 
itially deficient registers were adjusted without categories for additions 
or deletions. Persons added to the registers were to be reported as 
births, persons removed fromthe registers as deaths. Circularity was 
complete if the rules were followed. The surveys of 1905 and 1915, as 
those taken each five years from 1920 to 1940, were field verifications 
of copies of the registers. Thus the annual summaries of present res- 
ident population and vital statistics and the results of decennial or quin- 
quennial surveys and censuses were internally and externally consistent. 
Given the annual or more frequent household visits, the meticulous keep- 
ing of records, and the conditioning of the people over the decades, the 
system doubtless reached ahigh level of general and specific accuracy. 


The registration system developed by the Chinese in the years 
since their movement to Taiwan seems to be related to the Japanese 
system rather than tothe revised pao-chia system and the interrelated 
investigations of the Republic of China. Presumably there are detailed 
publications on the resident population, changes of residence, and vital 
events, but they were not available. The annual total population figures 
of the Statistical Abstract were derived by adding the balance of vital 
events reported during the year, the balance of migrations between Tai- 
wan and other areas, and the demographically fictitious balances of the 
internal movements of the registered and non-registered populations 
within Taiwan, to the population as of the endofthe previous year. Since 
annual or more frequent visits to households apparently continue, counts 
should approach completeness for that portion of the total population in- 
cluded in the published tabulations. The evaluation of the accuracy of 
the components of change is difficult. The circularity in components 
and estimates bars tests of consistency, while restricted publication 
limits analytical approaches. 





The investigation of 1956 contributes our major knowledge and 
our major queries concerning the postwar population of Taiwan. This 
survey was primarily a painstaking purification and completion of the 
civil registers. Each household eligible for inclusion received three 
visits. An investigator brought maps and copies of registration data in 
order to locate the households and verify theircomposition. Thenthere 
was a preliminary interview in which the household head was queried. 
Finally, on September 12, there was a third visit to verify the results 
of the second. Local officials and police accompanied investigators on 
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the initial visit. Soldiers, military police, special police, and members 
of the Civil Defense Corps established fixed and mobile guard units to 
bar movements on the day of the final interviews. 


The internal consistencies of registration and investigation data 
and the regularities of change between demonstrably questionable reg- 
istration counts and survey results suggest interlockings of registration

and survey data similar to those of the Japanese period. The summary 
reports since 1956 are consistent both with the results of the investiga- 
tion of 1956 and with the annual summations prior to it. 


The official population figures and the components of change are 
presented in Table 1 for the years from 1905 to 1960. Interpretation of 
the numerical changes requires cautionfor there are critical differences 
in the coverage of the Japanese and the Chinese statistical systems in 
Taiwan. The Japanese current statistics and periodic surveys from 1920 
to 1940 covered the entire population of Taiwan, civilian and miilitary. 
The statistics of the current period and the reports from the survey of 



































1956 pertain to the civilian population in the civil registers of the prov- 
ince of Taiwan.

A Ch'ing Population’ = 


The population in Taiwan in 1905 can have been modified only 
slightly by the cultural practices, the economic advances, or the health 
and sanitary activities of the Japanese. People lived in the traditional 
ways, largely apart from a commercial economy or external contacts. 
Men labored from very early to very advanced ages, most of them in 
agricultural or related activities. Few among the men, fewer still among 
the women, were literate. The ways of the Han subcultures persisted. 
Fukienese mencultivated the more fertile lands of the island; Fukienese 
women bound the feet of their daughters and reared them for life roles 
that did not involve work outside the home. Reputedly, girl babies for 
whom this future could not be envisioned were drowned. Hakka men and 
women alike labored inthe fields and forests of the less productive lands 
available to them, alternately struggling against the aborigines and the 
civil authorities. 


The relevance of demographic analysis of this Chinese population 
of Taiwan of the late nineteenth and early twentieth centuries extends 
beyond simple knowledge of three million Chinese who were alive on a 
Pacific island more thanhalf acentury ago. Thisis the only Ch'ing pop- 
ulation for which there are data adequate for quantitative analysis. Hence 
the demography of the Hanin Taiwan provides perspective for the eval- 
uation of the role of fact and fictionin the reputed characteristics of the 
population of Ch'ing China. The argumentcan be pursued further. The 
demographic characteristics of the agriculturalists from Fukien and 
Kwantung in Taiwan in1905 should not deviate widely from those of the 
people in the villages of Fukien and Kwantung in1905 or in1935. Hence 
the data for Taiwan, cautiously used, permit some analytical approaches 
to the processes of stability and change in the population of China in the 
decades prior to the Pacific War. The critical questions amenable to 
study involve the family, its structure, and its functioning; the patterns 
and life-cycle relations of mobility and migration; the social and eco- 
nomic roles of men and women, the conditions and durations of life per- 
mitted by the customs and the mores under varying economic pressures 
and health hazards; the levels of fertility under differing physical and 
economic conditions; and, finally, the deterrents to fertility and their 
relations toenvironmental pressures or the release of such pressures. 
It is the level of fertility, its restrictions, and its responsiveness to 
change that is most critical in the study of the persistence of a popula- 
tion under unfavorable conditions, the creation or perpetuation of pop- 
ulation problems under stable or deteriorating economic conditions, and 
the numerical responses of a population to the lifting of institutional and 
economic stimulants or deterrents to growth. 


The basis for evaluation is the official record. In 1905, females 
were sparse in Taiwan; they numbered only 1,000 for each 1,115 men. 
Marriage was early and universal; almost three-fourths of the girls aged 
19 were married, less than one per cent of those aged 35 were single. 
The reported birth rate was 40.2 in 1906-1907, and in 1905 there were 
589 children aged 1 to5 for each 1,000 women aged 16 to50. Death rates 
were also high, 34.3 in1906-1907, and sonatural increase was sufficient 
only for slow growth. The reported mortality was suspiciously low; 
there were only 150 infant deaths for each 1,000 live births. The sex 
ratio of 1,088 at ages 1 to 5 suggested under-registration of females or 
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sex-selective infanticide, neither alternative beingof major magnitude. 
Sex ratios of 1,155 at ages 6 to 10 and 1,218 at ages 11 to 15 indicated 
more serious disturbances to biologicalregularities. These age struc- 
tures and sex ratios were broadly similar to those of farmers surveyed 
in Fukien and Kwantung Provinces in 1932. The major deviation of the 
mainland population from that of Taiwan was the highsex ratio in early 
childhood (Table 2). 


What precision characterizes this picture of the structure and 
dynamics of the Han populationof Taiwan in the late nineteenth and early 
twentieth centuries? More specifically, was this a population of rela- 
tively low fertility in which female infanticide either was or had recent- 
ly been prevalent? The age distributions of the populations surveyed in 
1897, 1900, and 1905, taken in conjunction with that of 1915, indicate that 
a major portion of the peculiarities of the 1905 distribution was artifact. 
The 1.5 million people counted in1897 were characteristically Chinese 
in the reported paucity of youth, and the high sex ratios. In the 1900 count, 
the proportion of youth was higher, while sex ratios were lower where 
they had been higher, higher where they had been lower. In 1905, the 
proportions of children and youth were higher than in 1900, and the sex 
ratio at ages 1 to6 was lower. The age patterns of the sex ratios were 
more regular. Furthermore, the proportions of adult males in the ages 
from 20 to 34 suggested the presence of survivors from earlier labor 
migrations. 


Internal analysis of relationships among the twenty administra- 
tive districts of Taiwan yielded some expected relationships, along with 
others that were unexpected or improbable. The sex ratios at succes- 
sive ages were highly correlated. The ratios of births in 1906-1907 to 
women aged 16 to 50 in1905 were associated closely with ratios of chil- 
dren aged 1 to5 forthese same women. In other words, reported births 
prior to and after the survey date had consistent differentials within the 
island. However, the ratios of youth aged 6 to 15 to the population aged 
6 and over were not relatedeither to birth rates or toratios of children 
to women. 


Given the later statistical record of Taiwan, the conclusions from 
the analysis of the data for 1905 can he stated as hypotheses for investi- 
gation. First, the broad outlines of the age and sex structures corre- 
sponded with reality, with residual difficulties consequent on the tradi- 
tional Chinese practices of failing to report girls and women. Second, 
there had been female infanticide in the past, but it had become a rela- 
tively minor factor in population growth except in areas remote from 
police authority. 


The general consistency of the picture in 1905 and later years is 
attested by the fact that hollow cohorts reflecting past epidemics, fam- 
ines, or other cataclysms can be traced through the successive surveys. 
Since surveys were verifications of records and age in the record could 
be changed only by complex legal processes, the argument of consistency 
is not conclusive evidence of validity. The prevalence of inaccuracies 
is apparent both in the ratios of survivors from one survey date to the 
next and in the changing sex ratios of age groups as relationships at 
specific times or as cohort experiences over time. Proportions sur- 
viving at the younger ages were unduly high, occasionally exceeding un- 
ity. If the model life tables of the United Nations are used as standards, 
adecade or so of anticipated life expectancy separated the younger from 
the older age groups. These differences have a realcomponent, for each 
cohort reflects its own past experience in its mortality levels at later 
ages. If comparisons are made by sex, however, it is necessary to pre- 
































dicate sharply changing mortality in maturity and old age if it is as- 
sumed that reported ratios reflected the changingrealities. At any given 
time, sex ratios increased to a maximum somewhere in the age range

from 20 to 34, then declined. Over time, sex ratios declined continu- 
ously for each age group. For cohorts born prior to 1900, sex ratios 
declined regularly with advancing age. Forcohorts born after 1905, sex 
ratios remained low and the patterns of age changes were those expected 
in aculture where priorities in resources andcare were given to males 
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along with the heavy responsibilities for economic production and family 
maintenance. 


There is aninteresting relationship in the 1905 materials that is. 
consistent with the hypothesis of prevalent infanticide prior to the Japa- 
nese period. The sex ratio at ages 11 to 15 should be an index of such 
practice. Historical accounts attribute infanticide to the Fukienese wom- 
en. Their relative prevalence inthe districts of Taiwan in1905is meas- 
ured by the proportion of women with bound feet. In 1905 there was a 
close association between sex ratios at ages 11 to 15 and the propor- 
tions of women with bound feet. Hence, in simple argument, Fukienese 
women killed their girl babies frequently enough to produce substantial 
excesses of males among adolescents. Unfortunately for the argument, 
there are other plausible explanations for the relationship. It is prob- 
able that the binding of feet introduced major hazards both in the proc- 
ess of constriction and inimpaired circulation thereafter. If this is so, 
then the high sex ratios at ages 11 to 15 may be products of an excess 
mortality of females, not immediately after birth but in the years during 
and after the binding of the feet. Then, too, there are persuasive argu- 
ments that the more traditional groups would be characterized alike by 
higher incidences of foot-binding and greater concealment of girls and 
women. Neither the true relationship nor the intermixture of truths in 
the relationship are easily determined half acentury after thefact. Fur- 
ther relevant findings will be cited later. 


The rather detailed argument may be summarized as follows. 
The internal relations of age and sex groups, the geographic dispersion 
and social-economic associations of such relations, and the progression 
of cohorts through the successive surveys support the inference that fer- 
tility and mortality were alike higher than the official dataindicate. Sim- 
ilar internal relations and external associations support the inference 
that the coverage of females was less complete than that of males. How- 
ever, many lines of argument and several special relations support the 
possibility, if not the probability, that there was substantial infanticide 
prior to the Japanese occupation, very little after it. 


The generalization of the life experience of the Chinese surveyed 
in Taiwan requires escape from the factors of reality and artifact con- 
tingent on the special circumstances of the place and the time. The in- 
itial assumption is that the population aged 5 and over in Taiwan in 1905 
reflected the conditions of life and death in Ch'ing China. The second 
assumption is that the rate of natural increase of this population was 
the one-third of one per cent a year that approximated the rate for all 
China from the first reasonably complete, but not over-complete, pao- 
chia reports to the Emperor Chien-lung in the middle of the eighteenth 
century to the registration of 1953-1954 in the People's Republic. The 
stable population implicit in these assumptions would have a birth rate 
of 45, a deathrate of 42. Separate computations for the sexes, assuming 
equal rates of increase, yield birth rates of 48 for the male population, 
43 for the female population. 


Since the major query in this study is the levelof the fertility of 
the Han population and the persistence or change of that level over time, 
the most appropriate approach is not the estimation of more accurate 
measures for Taiwan itself. It is, rather, the comparisonof the age and 
sex structure and the fertility in Taiwan in 1905 with that in Taiwan at 
the end of the Japanese period and in the contemporary Chinese period, 
taking into account the widely divergent levels of mortality and the dif- 
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fering influences of cataclysms and migration. By chance, the gross re- 
production rate was unchanged at 3.11 in 1941-1942 and 1955-1957. Hence 
this was taken as the fertility against which to appraise the level in the 
early years of thecentury. The mortality was assumed to be that of the 
United Nations model life table with an expectation of life at birth of 25 
years, since this would yield a death rate consistent with the rate of 42, 
as previouslyestimated. The sexratio of live births was assumed tobe 
1,060, the rate that characterized the Chinese population of Taiwan in 
the 'thirties and the middle 'fifties. The stable population produced by 
these levels and patterns of fertility and mortality and this sex ratio 
among live births would yield a birth rate of 47.6, a death rate of 40.6. 
The intrinsic rate of natural increase would be 6.8 per 1,000. The sta- 
ble age structure is shown on the front cover, superimposed on the age 
and sex structure of the Chinese population surveyed in1905. Summa- 
ry measures of stable and actual populations were included in Table 2. 


The age structure of the stable population is generally consis- 
tent withthat of the Chinese in Taiwan in 1905, except that there are de- 
ficits of women and children in the surveyed population, along with ex- 
cesses of young men. Since these deficiencies were also deduced from 
the internal inconsistencies of the survey data, the discrepancies be- 
tween stable and surveyed population corroborate the empirical findings. 
Hence the conclusion may be stated in more positive terms. The coex- 
istence of a birth rate of 47 and a death rate of 41 would yield a popu- 
lation structure consistent with the one anticipatedfor Taiwan if the da- 
ta were precise and the disturbing effects of past infanticide and migra- 
tion were removed. 


Is the assumptionof a birthrate in the upper forties, a death rate 
in the low forties, and a normal sex ratio at birth also consistent with 
the age and sex structure reported for the population of farmers in Fu- 
kien and Kwantung Provinces in1932? The agereporting for this group 
was more erratic than that for the Chinese in Taiwan. The variable sex 
ratios suggest less complete coverage, while the high sex ratios in the 
childhood ages suggest either less complete enumeration, persistent in- 
fanticide, or some combination of the two. When these factors are taken 
into account, the age and sex structure for this mainland agricultural 
population in 1932 is similar to that of the Chinese in Taiwan in 1905, 
and to that of the stable population designed to be appropriate for the 
Chinese of the late Ch'ing period. Proportions below age 15, without ad- 
justment for errors, were 36.7 for the Chinese in Taiwan in 1905, 37.9 
for the Chinese farmers in Fukien and Kwantung in 1932, and 39.2 for 
the stable population. The proportion aged 60 and over was 4.4 for the 
Chinese in Taiwan, 3.9 for the Chinese farmers in Fukien and Kwantung, 
and 4.2 for the stable population. If the sex patterns of mortality in the 
model life table were reasonably appropriate, there are corroborative 
suggestions here of an intermingling of the omissions of women, female 
infanticide, and the labor migrations of menin the age and sex structures 
of the actual populations. However, it should be noted that all populations 
had low sex ratios in the late middle and the older ages. If sex-selective 
infanticide is an explanation of the high sex ratios in the younger ages, 
thenthe excess mortality of men in the late middle and later productive 
years must be very substantial. 


Thus the survey data and the vital records that reflect the de- 
mography of the Chinese in Taiwan under the Ch'ing are consistent with 
the assumption that the gross reproduction rate was above 3.0, and that 
the expectation of life at birth was not higher than 25 years. There is 
general structural similarity between this Chinese population of Fukien 
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and Kwantung origin in Taiwan in1905 and a surveyed agricultural pop- 
ulation in Fukien and Kwantung Provinces in 1932. 


The Dawelogesent ef Growes!? 


For many years after 1905, the Japanese labored to perfect the 
proper and current reporting of changes in family status, migrations, 
marriages, births, adoptions, and deaths, and to correct the registers 
by adding people not hitherto in them, deleting double registrations and 
the records of the non-existent. From 1905 to 1932 the annual popula- 
tion figures were secured by adding natural increase and alargely spu- 
rious component of the balance of internal movements to the population 
figures of the previous year. If these additive factors other than natural 
increase were positive, women were more numerous than men; if nega- 
tive, women were less numerous than men. Vital rates and correction 
factors were alike larger in the periods surrounding the survey years 
when work in population accounting was most intensive. Over all, though, 
additions and subtractions roughly balanced sothat, as shown previously 
in Table 1, natural increase approximated inter-survey change. 


Some of the puzzles of the data are not yet resolved. Vital sta- 
tistics were stated specifically to concern events that occurred during 
the year and werereported prior to aspecified terminal date in the next 
year. There were reports on delayed registrations, but the numbers 
were insignificant. However, vital events presumably allocated by time 
of occurrence were identical with those entered by year of report and 
published in the compilations of the resident population. The problem of 
the spurious component was numerically significant primarily in the 
early years of the system, for few changes in household composition 
could remainunknown under anefficiently operating system of periodic 
visits by the police. The major uncertainty concerns a factor of little 
significance to the problem of administrative supervision and economic 
controlof a population but critical todemographic analysis — the report- 
ing as births and as infant deaths of those who died in the early days, 
weeks, or months of life. The suspiciously low levels of the infant mor- 
tality and the insufficiency of the declines in that mortality over time 
suggest an under-reporting of infant deaths. Field studies of the com- 
pleted fertility of women suggest deficiencies in the reporting as births 
of those infants who died at very early ages. Thusit is consistent with 
vital records and survey data toassume that some portion of the infants 
who died young were reported neither as births nor as deaths. If so, 
measures of fertility and mortality computed from the official data are 
below the true levels. 


The results of the survey of 1915 corroborate the incre asing rate 
of growth apparent in the relatively unchanging birth rates and the ir- 
regularly declining death rates of the years from 1905 to1915. The de- 
clines in mortality were concentrated in infancy and childhood, for, as 
the summary figures in Table 2 indicated, the proportions of the total 
population in ages below 15 were substantially higher than they had been 
in 1905. The aging of the migrants of 1905 had altered the proportions 
in the middle ages somewhat, but the proportions in the older ages re- 
mained unchanged. The excess of males was less at all ages from in- 
fancy to maturity. 


These years around 1915 were ones of somewhat reduced birth 
rates and sharply increased death rates. The ranges of the vital rates 
in the districts extended from 30.7 to 43.3 for births, from 18.1 to 37.6 
for deaths. It would be reasonable to assume that malaria epidemics 
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were responsible alike for reductions in fertility and increases in mor- 
tality. Unfortunately for the argument, the associations of birth, death, 
and infant mortality rates among the districts were slight, and they were 
positive in direction. In any event, the increasing proportions of chil- 
dreninvalidate any inference either that the birthrates were lower than 
those of 1905 or that the death rates had not been reduced. 


The various ratios of births and numbers of children to women 
and the ratios of the age groups toeachother in1915 form a logical pat- 
tern. Ratios of births and children 1 to 6 to women aged 16 to 50 were 
highly correlated, as were both of these measures with the ratios of youth 
aged 6 to15 to the population aged 6 and over. Evidences of female in- 
fanticide were less prevalent... Youth aged 11 to 15 were born prior to 
effective Japanese control of the population; those aged 1 through 10 
were born during the period of such control. Among those aged 11 to 
15, gex ratios were at relatively low levels only in those areas where 
the people were predominantly indigenous or Hakka. Among those aged 
1 to 5, sex ratios were low in all districts except Piéng-hu (the Pesca- 
dores Islands). 


The close association of the sex ratio at ages 11 to15 and the pro- 
portions of women with bound feet was noted for 1905. In1915, the asso- 
ciation occurred for the sex ratio in this same age group and the propor- 
tion of women whose previously bound feet had beenunbound. Separate 
tabulations for the Fukienese and the Hakka permit direct exploration of 
the subcultural differences. In fact, the high sex ratios at ages 11 to15 
and the higher sex ratios at the younger ages were largely limited tothe 
population of Fukien origin. And, among the Fukienese, deviations from 
expected biological relationships were greatest in the older areas of 
dense and concentrated settlement. In T'ao-ytian, Hsin-chu and T'ai- 
chung t'ing ratios of children were appreciably higher for Hakka than 
for Fukienese women. In the total population and for each sex, propor- 
tions below age 16 and ratios of youth aged 6 to 15 to those aged 6 and 
over were higher for the Hakka than the Fukienese. The ratios of the 
successive age groups among youth indicate that the differential repro- 
ductivity had been reduced in the years prior to 1915. The subcultural 
differences persisted in1920, with lesser evidences of contemporary or 
recent practices of infanticide. 


In the years from 1920 to 1940, there were surveys each five 
years. The internal evidences of data adequacy are satisfactory. Ona 
district basis, birth rates, ratios of births and children to women in the 
reproductive ages, andratios of youth aged 5 to 14 to the total population 
aged 5 and over were associated closely. Sex ratios in the younger groups 
were more normal, deviations lessfrequent and less extreme (Table 3). 
Birth rates moved upward to 46 per 1,000 population in 1930 and 1935, 
while death rates and infant mortality moveddownward. These relations 
in change occurred throughout Taiwan in a pattern that was generally 
consistent both inits geographic variations and its time dimensions (Ta- 
ble 4). 


The changing levels and the geographic differences in death rates 
reflected the development and diffusion of the health and sanitary activ- 
ities of the government. The areal patterns and the interrelations of 
fertility were more complex. The northern area with a greater devel- 
opment of modern economic activities, a higher proportion urban, and 
a greater concentration of Japanese showed lower fertility, whatever the 
measurement. The predominantly aboriginal areas showed lower fer- 
tility, however measured, whether due to fact or fictions. Elsewhere, 
the persistent differences seemed to reflect factors in the old order 
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rather than in the new. In these years there were slow but continuing 
declines in the proportion of all gainfully occupied men who labored in 
agriculture, forestry, and fishing. There were widespread afid substan- 
tial increases in the proportions of women single at ages 15 to 19, and 
the postponement of marriage was producing major increases in the pro-

portions of women single at ages 20 to 24. Fertility alone seemed un- 
changing. 


If there were associations among the occupational movements 
away from agriculture, the postponement of marriage among women, and 
fertility, they were not apparent in the associations of characteristics 
for areas within the country. A portion of the lack of association may 
be due to artificiality in reports of marital status. The surveys pre- 
sumably secured information on de facto status, but the procedures 
involved working with registration records that involved legal status. 
Moreover, ina condition of rapidly declining mortality, some of the 
changes in marital status were conducive to increased fertility. The up- 
ward pushing cohorts enlarged by prior mortality declines were entering 
childbearing ages in the 'twenties and the 'thirties. Major reductions 
































The lack of a close association between the relative prevalence 
of agricultural occupations and the fertility of women is comprehensible

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theoretically, though verificationis difficult. The socialand psycholog- 
ical differentiations, the divergences in ways of living, and the differ- 
ences in levels of living between the modern and the ancient, the urban 
and the ruralsegments of a modernizing economy are the major forces 
involved in differentials in fertility. If the occupational structure is dif- 
ferentiated, the prevalence of agricultural occupations among men may 
be an index of transformations in process. In a situation such as that 
of Taiwan, no major distinctions in ways or means of living separated 
agricultural from other types of economic activity in the pervasive vil- 
lage society. And sorelations between agricultural occupations and fer- 
tility were largely lacking. 


These are gross relationships —or their absence. Ona finer 
level, the changes of the industrializing and urbanizing population were 
evident, particularly in 1935, 1940, and 1944. Thefixity in the rates and 
ratios for broad areas were measures of the numerical limitations of the 
transformations, not their absence. Analysis of the emergence of change 
is almost precluded by the limitations to cross-tabulations in all sur- 
veys, the absence of published tabulations of births by age of mother or 
duration of marriage, and the paucity of publication for the later sur- 
veys. The localtabulations of the survey of 1935were not published for 
reasons of security. Thedatafrom the survey of 1940 are available only 
in a few selected tables published in the postwar years. The published 
materials from the special investigation of 1944 are even more limited. 
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In an earlier section, the age and sex structure of the Chinese 
population in Taiwan in 1905 was compared with the stable population 
that would result from a gross reproduction rate of 3.11, a sex ratio at 
birth of 1,060, and an expectation of life at birth of 25 years. A similar 
procedure for the years around 1940, assuming only changes inmortal- 
ity, will provide a test of the validity of the empirical evidence that fer- 
tility had changed little in the thirty-five years from 1905 to1940. The 
contrast between the actual structure of 1940 and the stable population 
that would result from a gross reproduction rate of 3.11, a sex ratio at 
birth of 1,060, and the mortality that existed among the Chinese in Tai- 
wan in the years from 1936 to 1940 isshown inFigure1l. The broad age

structures of the surveyed populations of 1935 and 1940 are given in Ta- 
ble 5, along with that of the stable population. 


The age structures of the populations of 1935 and 1940 closely 
resembled the structure of the populationimplicit in the continuation of 
the vital ratesof the period. Whatever changes infertility had occurred 
between 1905 and 1940 were numerically minor and approximately com- 
pensatory. Those changes implicit in a future in which the Chinese of 
Taiwan were participants in an industrializing Co-Prosperity Sphere 
are subject neither to the tests of quantitative analysis nor the facts of 
history. 


The Persistence of Growth/4 


The quantitative record that permitted demographic analysis for 
the Chinese populationof all Taiwan and the separate divisions and sub- 
divisions within the country is limited to the twenty-year period from 
1920 to 1940. That period is now history, and, in the Asian setting, re- 
mote history. The continuities and the regularities of the late colonial 
era were replaced by the discontinuities and the reoriertations of a per- 
iod in which statistical offices were less competently staffed and effi- 
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ciently organized, discipline inreporting less rigid, and publication more 
limited. 


The population changes and the components of suchchange in Tai- 
wan are given in Table 6 as a basis for consideration of the data of the 
registration system in the years from 1947 to 1960. The annual net in- 
terchanges withother provinces of China are roughlyconsistent with the

survey figure of 640 thousand Chinese with residence outside Taiwan 
who had come to Taiwan after the Japanese surrender of 1945. Annual 
changes in the numbers of births and deaths indicate that these were 
current reports rather thancurrent occurrences. The demographically 
fictitious figures for net migrations within Taiwan were the sum of the 
net balances of the in- and out-movements among the various districts 
and cities. 


There are difficulties beyond and greater thanthose of the qual- 
ity of the reporting and the interpenetrations of the periodic reports and 
the investigation of 1956. The total population of Taiwaninvolved three 
major groups: 1. The military and civilian personnel of the Republic of 
China and their dependents. 2. People from other provinces of China 
who were included in the civil registers of Taiwan Province as perman- 
ent residents of those provinces. 3. People who were the survivors or 
the descendents of the pre-1945 Chinese populationof Taiwan. The first 
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group was not within the purview of Taiwan Province. The second and 
third groups were not differentiated concisely. Theclassification in the 
civil registers of Taiwan referred to place of permanent residence as 
within Taiwanor inanother province of China. Placeof permanent res- 
idence could be changed, notably in the case of local girls who married 
menfrom other provinces of China. Children, if legitimate, recognized, 
or adopted, took the residence of the father; if illegitimate, the residence 
of the mother. Men marrying into propertied families might take the 
residence of the wife. The age distribution of one sex cannot be used as 
a standard to evaluate the other, for women were removed from local 
registration by marriage, men by conscription. 


A, rational approach to the evaluation of investigation coverage, 
residence affiliation, age structure, and computed vital rates involves 
the comparison of the population with permanent residence in Taiwan 
in 1956 with that expected if there had been neither migration nor changes 
in vital rates since 1940. These two populations are shown superim- 
posed on the left side of Figure 2. On the right side, the stable popula- 
tion that would be produced by the age-specific fertility and the reported 
mortality 6f the Chinese population in the civil registers of Taiwan Prov- 
ince in 1955-1957 is superimposed on the population with permanent res- 
idence in Taiwan in 1956. 


If levels of fertility and mortality had remained as in the late 
‘thirties, the Chinese population that had numbered 5.5 million in 1940 
would have increased to 8.2 million in 1956. The population with per- 
manent residence in Taiwan in 1956 numbered 8.2 million. 


The agreement in total numbers between the projected 1940 pop- 
ulation and the reported 1956 one is a product of compensating diver- 
gences. If the projected population is taken as the standard, the major 
differences are the greatly increased numbers of children, the deficits 
at ages 10 to 14 for both sexes and at ages 20 to 24 and 30 to 39 for men; 
and the larger than projected numbers at ages 45 and over. The larger 
numbers in the younger ages reflect the decline of infant and child mor- 
tality; the deficit cohort atages 10 to14 mirrors the reduced birth rates 
of the late war and early postwar years. The deficit of men at ages 20 
to 24 is due to military conscription. The depleted cohorts of men in 
their thirties reflect the losses in the late years of the Pacific War and 
in the rebellion of 1947. The excesses at ages 45 to 59 are predomin- 
antly male, those at ages 60 and over predominantly female. Changes 
of residence and incompletely reported mortality seem more plausible 
as explanations for this particular relationship than any hypotheses of 
reduced mortality limited to these specific age and sex groups. 


The right hand age pyramids of Figure 2 present a comparison 
of the age and sex structure of the populationwith permanent residence 
in Taiwan in 1956 with the stable populationimplicit in the reported age- 
specific fertility and mortality of all civilian Chinese in the civil reg- 
isters of Taiwan Province. The expectations of life at birth computed 
from the officia! data were 59.6 years for men, 63.0 years for women. 
Given the particular pattern of age-specific fertility that yielded the 
gross reproduction rate of 3.11,a sex ratio of 1,060 for live births, and 
the reported pattern’ and level of mortality, the birth rate of the stable 
population would be 41.9, the death rate 8.1, the rate of natural increase 
33.8. 


Contrasts inthe age and sex structure of the population with per- 
manent residence in Taiwan and the stable population that would eventu- 
ally result from the fertility and mortality of all civilian Chinese in the

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civil registers of Taiwan Province corroborate the existence of deficit 
cohorts consequent on the late war andearly postwar hazards. They al- 
socorroborate the previous skepticism concerning the extent of the de- 
clines in mortality in the later yearsof life. However, the striking fact 
in the comparison of the surveyed and stable populations in 1956 with 
those in earlier years is the influence of the recent reductions in child- 
hood mortality onthe absolute and relative size of the cohort of children 
ages 0 to 4. 


It is possible that the increase in numbers and proportions of 
children is unduly large. The evidence is reasonably conclusive that 
deaths were incompletely reported, certainly in childhood and in the 
years of late maturity. If reported children seem over numerous, the 
numbers of births required to produce the children would be even more 
so if the depletionby deaths had been more severe than that indicated by 
the reported mortality. There may be anintroduction of the births from 
earlier years into current reporting, or the surpluses of births may be 
associated with the complicated interconnections of registries whereby 
children may be allocated to a register or a residence differing from 
that of the father, the mother, perhaps even both. 


In the preceding comparisons, the recorded mortality and fer- 
tility for all Chinese in the civil registers of Taiwan Province were as- 
sumed to be applicable to the Chinese population with permanent resi- 
dence in Taiwan. There are difficulties with this assumption, for the 
local population was predominantly agricultural in occupation and vil- 
lage or town in residence, while the intruded population was predomin- 
antly non-agricultural in occupation and urban in residence. Birth and 
deathrates alike would be assumed to be appreciably lower for the Chi- 
nese whose permanent residence was in provinces other than Taiwan. 
Anticipations were partially met, partially dispelled. Inthe years from 
1955 to 1957, death rates were lower in the areas where the people with 
external affiliations were settled in major numbers. However, the age 
structures in 1956 indicate higher fertility for the women withresidence 
outside Taiwan (Table 7). This remained true even after allowances 
were made for the agecompositionof the women. Moreover, those pe- 
culiarities in sex ratios characteristics of the Chinese in Taiwan in the 
period prior to 1915 were localized among those with permanent resi- 
dence outside Taiwan. This is not necessarily evidence of infanticide, 
for there are plausible explanations in sex-selective migration and adop- 
tion. Youngsons may have been brought to Taiwan, young daughters left 
behind. The selective adoption of illegitimate sons could produce the 
high sex ratios at ages 0 to 4. 


Analysis of the consistency of the age structures and the inter- 
relations of demographic and other variables is largely precluded by the 
fact that vital statistics, marital status, economic activity, and educa- 
tional levels were reported only for the covered Chinese population as 
a whole. The intermarriage of girlsfrom the local group with menfrom 
the intruded group bars consideration of differentials in marital fertility. 
Educational levels reported without differentiation of the status groups 
have limited demographic significance. The migrants were selected 
from the elite of China, while those more educated youth of the late Ja- 
panese period in Taiwan would have been concentrated in the depleted 
cohorts of the men aged 30 to39 in1956. Economic activity as reported 
has doubtful value as a variable indemographic analysis. Persons with 
residence outside Taiwan were concentrated inlargecities. Evenif they 
lived in towns, they were likely to bein administrative positions rather 
than participants in local economic activities. Then, too, proportions 
of the employed in specific occupational groupings are difficult to in- 
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terpret in a demographic context when substantial portions of civilian 
men in the early and late productive years were excluded from the la- 
bor force.

Preoccupation with the detailed problems of definition, analysis, 
and interpretation should not obscure the broad conclusions that emerge 
intact from all probings of the data. The persistent growth of the Chi- 
nese population of Taiwan was influenced relatively slightly by the po- 
litical cataclysms or the deterioration and thenrestoration of economic 
production and health services. The fertility of the years from 1955 to 
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1957 was little if any lower than that of 1940, just as that of 1940 was 
little if any higher than that of 1905. The decline of death rates was ac- 
celerated, here as elsewhere, by the availability of modern means of re- 
ducing mortality without basic changes in productivity, income, or ways 
of living. Natural increase was sharply increased. 


The fertility of the Chinese in Taiwanwas high, and it was highly 
resistant to change. There were differences as among areas and sub- 
cultural groups. Birth rates, gross reproduction rates, and age ratios 
were lower in urban than in rural areas, whether due toselectivities in 
migration, differential survival, or faulty allocations. These were con- 
tinuing characteristics of the people, not measures or heralds of early 
transition to lower fertility. 


Neither fertility nor the conditions related toit werestable. In- 
fanticide was eradicated except in remote areas by effective police pow- 
er. The average age at marriage advanced, as did the average age at 
widowhood. Marriage remained almost universal, marital fertility large- 
ly uncontrolled. Whatever changes in fertility occurred over the half 
century from 1905 to 1956 were largely compensatory. At any given 
levelof mortality, the survival and growth potential of the population of 
1956 was as great as that of 1905.
